GENERAL OBJECTS. 

First, The study and discussion of questions in politicai economy; 
especially such as relate to the Làws of Trade, and the diffusion of 
information thereon.

It expects by this means to secure the abolition of ali taxes which 
are levied upon the whole people to swell the profits or to make 
good the losses of a comparatively small portion of the people. 

It believes, further, that, through the reduction of the cost of raw 
materials and the removal of the present artificial restrictions upon 
foreign trade, American manufactures will be placed in a position to 
compete for the markets of the world.

The Free Trade Bulletin was originally designed as a news- 
papef's paper. The trial number, issued in September, 188 1, was 
sent to 10,000 newspapers^ with the result that the articles contained 
were reprinted with a liberality surpassing expectation. A fair esli- 
mate from data obtained gave as the equivalent of the issue a circula- 
tion of 600,000 tracts. 

But applications began to flow in for the regular supply of the 
paper to individuai subscrìbers, and it was found necessary to secure 
for the enterprise a strìcter management than a volunteer club com- 
mittee could give it. Accordingly, arrangements bave been made 
whereby the business control is put in the hands of a publisher, while 
the editorial direction remains with the Club. 

Ten thousand copies are issued monthly, the subscrìption list is 
steadily increasing, and the pithy matter circulates largely by reprints 
in the locai papers of every State in the Union. 
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
